past elections, but Capriles 
has surged in opinion polls 
after an energetic door-to-door 
campaign across the country. 

While he remains the 
odds-on favorite, Chavez has 
urged his supporters not to 
declare victory too early and 
to turn out to vote en masse 
on Sunday. He also charges 
that the ’’far right” plans not 
to recognize his victory. 

The 5 8-year-old leader, 
who was operated twice for 
cancer and underwent 
chemotherapy in the past two 
years, stepped up his cam¬ 
paign this week with giant 
rallies that climaxed with a 
massive demonstration in 
Caracas on Thursday. 

Speaking under torrential 
rain, Chavez warned that ’’the 
life of the nation is at stake” 
as he charged that Capriles 
would close popular social 
programs that have brought 
free medical care and subsi¬ 
dized food to humble neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Sitting on the world’s 
biggest proven crude oil de¬ 
posits, Chavez has used the 
country’s oil wealth to reduce 
poverty, child mortality and 
illiteracy.

so, allowing them to feed 
back energy into the grid. 

Robert Henriquez an¬ 
nounced that as of this 
month, ELMAR will offer in¬ 
centives for homes to pro¬ 
duce their own green energy 
by paying for what is fed 
back into the ELMAR grid. 

The DG Interconnection 
Agreement & Policy was 
signed before the conference 
on Wednesday, October 3, by 
Mr. Henriquez, Mike de 
Meza, Minister of Finance, 

Utilities, Communication and 
Energy and Aruba’s Prime 
Minister, Mike Eman. 

Past ELMAR policy made 
no allowance, even hindered, 
green energy instillations. 

Prior to the agreement they 
had offered no surplus 
rollover or metering. Their 
new company philosophy is 
to “offset or zero out con¬ 
sumption with additional in¬ 
centive in case of surplus 


energy. 

Highlights of the new pol¬ 
icy are: lOkw allotted for pri¬ 
vate residences and lOOkw 
for businesses. There will be 
a grid usage fee per installed 
KW, and surplus energy will 
generate earnings. There is a 
fixed charge of 15 Arubian 
florin per month per installed 
capacity, deemed necessary 
to install stabilizing equip¬ 
ment to guarantee the in¬ 
tegrity of the grid. Homes 
will be exempt for the first 
3kw. As of November, the 
surplus tariff will be 
0.332kwh per residence and 
0.252kwh per non-residential 
structure. 

All parties involved are 
very pleased to implement 
this complete reversal of for¬ 
mer ELMAR policy, thus en¬ 
couraging islanders to get 
involved on the consumer 
level.

Government extends taxi 
moratorium and Taxi 
pension is on the drawing 
board 



Last Thursday the Minister of 
Transport met with the taxi 
cooperative to discuss differ¬ 
ent issues of common inter¬ 
est. In this meeting they came 
up with some concrete deci¬ 
sions regarding the situation 
of our local taxis. 

There were three items on 
the agenda: the first was the 
verdict of the Judge regard¬ 
ing the taxis and their access 
to the airport. Secondly, they 
discussed the matter of pen¬ 
sions for taxi chauffeurs upon 
their retirement. After some 
lengthy discussions with the 
taxis over a number of 
months, and consultations 
with different companies in 
search of an acceptable 
proposition, they have begun 
final deliberations. 

There are currently about 
80 taxi chauffeurs of the 400 
who are above 65 years of 
age. This is a significant 
amount which reflects the 
need for a pension plan. The 
moment these drivers stop 
working they have nothing. 

The government decided 
to install a commission offi¬ 
cially by Tuesday next week 
whose task will be to work on 
the details and for a pension 
plan, Following that work, 
the plan will be taken to a 


session with the Council of 
Ministers for discussion and 
to determine what or how the 
government’s participation 
will be in the program. 

The third point was the 
amount of taxi permits on 
Aruba. As we can recall, the 
government had a special re¬ 
port written on public trans¬ 
portation. That report 
indicated that, at this time, 
the need for taxis could in¬ 
crease to 5% per year. How¬ 
ever, the government has 
decided to maintain the taxi 
moratorium for at least 2 
more years. 

One point, not on the 
agenda, but nonetheless 
brought into discussion was 
the matter of assistant chauf¬ 
feurs. Taxi chauffeurs are of 
the opinion that this situation 
is being used to make money, 
it is being treated as a busi¬ 
ness very similar to permits 
that were being sold for large 
sums of money. The use of an 
assistant chauffeur must be 
limited to those times of ill¬ 
ness or other serious situa¬ 
tions where an assistant 
chauffeur is needed. Cur¬ 
rently it is possible to get a 
permit for an assistant chauf¬ 
feur for 9 months or maxi¬ 
mum 12 months.

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Venezuela ballot 
secrecy not a 
concern: Carter 
Center 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Venezuelans have no reason 
to fear the secrecy of their 
ballots will be compromised 
by a new electronic voting 
system when they go to the 
polls Sunday in presidential 
elections, the Carter Center 
said Friday. 

President Hugo Chavez 
faces off against opposition 
candidate Henrique 

Capriles in Sunday's elec¬ 
tion, viewed as the toughest 
challenge to the incumbent 
since he came to power 14 
years ago. 

The Atlanta, Georgia- 
based Carter Center noted 
that many Venezuelans are 
concerned that a new elec¬ 
tronic voting system might 
enable authorities to tell 
how they voted, exposing 
them to retaliation if they 
vote against Chavez. 

"This concern has no 
basis, however," the center 
said. "The software of the 
voting machines guarantees 
the secrecy of the vote." 

While approving of the 
electronic voting system, 
the report took note of laws 
that allows the government 
to run free "government in¬ 
stitutional ads" that closely 
resemble campaign ads for 
up to 10 minutes per station 
and per day. 

"The National Electoral 
Council (CNE) has not de¬ 
fined government ads that 
defend official government 
policy as campaign public¬ 
ity," the report said. 

"Meanwhile, the CNE 
has defined opposition- 
sponsored criticism of gov¬ 
ernment policy as 
equivalent to campaign 
publicity, and also banned 
some opposition-sponsored 
ads that criticize govern¬ 
mental policy."

TV series “Biba Sin Cancer” promises to be effective

if caught early enough much 
can be done. 

Cancer in the public health 
platform of Aruba is the sec¬ 
ond most common disease on 
Aruba, the first being cardio¬ 
vascular diseases. 

The government ex¬ 
pressed appreciation and 
gratitude for the tremendous 
work being done by the 
White Yellow Cross and for 
the tremendous support re¬ 
ceived from the Aruba Way 
Foundation for this particular 
series of programs. 

Prevention is the best 


medicine, hence we need to 
eat healthier and become 
more physically active. The 
recent PAHO conference also 
stressed the importance of 
physical exercise which helps 
to ward off cancer by 40% 
along with good nutrition. 

Currently, the only treat¬ 
ment for cancer available on 
Aruba is chemotherapy. For 
radiotherapy, patients must 
travel to Curacao, Holland or 
Colombia. Treatment outside 
of Aruba normally lasts more 
or less 2 months. This is the 
reason why Aruba is working 


diligently on a hospital proj¬ 
ect for IMSAN. This is a big 
project for Aruba which will 
benefit our entire region. The 
project is being conducted 
with the collaboration of 
Baptist Health South Florida 
Hospital and is designed to 
give Aruba her own cancer 
hospital. 

What is essential right 
now is to work on prevention 
and awareness. The White 
Yellow Cross, IBISA, foun¬ 
dations such as Wilhelmina 
Kankerfonds, Mary Joan 
Foundation and Edmund 


Harms, among others, are 
uniting efforts to work on 
awareness and prevention 
programs. 

In the TV series, the White 
Yellow Cross will illustrate 
how the lives of people with 
cancer are, what must be done 
to improve our health and to 
help us become better 
equipped to manage this dis¬ 
ease if we are confronted with 
it, or how to prevent getting 
the disease in the first place.

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After jobs boost, Obama says Chavez faces his toughest election

Fairfax, Virginia (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
hailed Friday a shock tumble 
in the jobless rate to its low¬ 
est level since he took office 
as proof that America cannot 
afford to turn back to Repub¬ 
lican economics. 

The Democrat seized on 
the data, just one month be¬ 
fore election day, in a bid to 
regain the initiative after a 
listless debate showing let 
Republican Mitt Romney 
back into a race that had 
seemed to be slipping away 
from him. 

Romney responded to the 
drop in the unemployment 
rate to 7.8 percent, which 
could stifle his hopes of a 
polling boost after the debate, 
by complaining that the fig¬ 
ures did not represent a ’’real 
recovery.” 

But Obama argued he fi¬ 
nally has the economy on the 
right track, despite a sluggish 
recovery from the worst re¬ 
cession since the 1930s. 

"Today, I believe that as a 
nation we are moving for¬ 
ward again,” Obama said at a 
rowdy rally at a university in 
swing state Virginia. 

"After losing about 
800,000 jobs a month when I 
took office, our businesses 
have now added 5.2 million 
new jobs over the past two 
and a half years.” 


Obama also took a swipe 
at Romney. 

"Today’s news certainly is 
not an excuse to try to talk 
down the economy to score a 
few political points. It is a re¬ 
minder that this country has 
come too far to turn back 
now,” he declared. 

"We have made too much 
progress to return to the poli¬ 
cies that led to the crisis in 
the first place. I can’t allow 
that to happen. I won’t allow 
that to happen.” 

Obama also intensified his 
assault on positions Romney 
took in the debate in Denver 
on Wednesday, accusing him 
of ditching conservative 
stances he took to win the 
Republican nomination in a 
bid to woo more moderate 
voters. 

Romney, who was also 
campaigning in Virginia, de¬ 
clared the jobless figures, 
which could dampen any 
polling boost he wins from a 
strong debate performance on 
Wednesday night, did not re¬ 
flect economic reality. 

"If not for all the people 
who have simply dropped out 
of the labor force, the real un¬ 
employment rate would be 
closer to 11 percent," said 
Romney. 

While unemployment 
tracked down three tenths of 
a percentage point, only 


114,000 jobs were created in 
September, despite upward 
revisions to July and August 
data, and manufacturers cut 
jobs for the second straight 
month. 

But the economic context 
is almost certain to be lost in 
the political free-for-all a 
month before election day, 
and the data may back 
Obama’s claim the economy 
is heading in the right direc¬ 
tion and undercut Romney’s 
critiques. 

Obama leads in most na¬ 
tional polls and more cru¬ 
cially in the 10 or so swing 
states that will decide the 
election, but the Republican 
candidate is expected to close 
the gap on the strength of his 
rampant debate showing in 
Denver. 

Rihanna, 

Shakira warned 
over Azerbaijan 
concerts 

BAKU (AFP) - Campaign- 
ers on Friday warned pop 
stars Rihanna and Shakira 
that their concerts in Azer¬ 
baijan this month would be 
held against a backdrop of 
alleged human rights viola¬ 
tions and crackdowns on 
free speech. 

The two singers are to 
appear in Baku this month 
at concerts staged around 
the FIFA U-17 Women’s 
World Cup football tourna¬ 
ment which is currently 
being held in the oil-rich ex- 
Soviet state. 

Amnesty International 
said it had sent a letter to the 
singers informing them 
about the "multiple arrests 
and persecution of journal¬ 
ists, ologgers and political 
activists^ in Azerbaijan. 

"Amnesty International 
believes that the Azerbaijani 
government should afford 
all artists, journalists, ac¬ 
tivists and ordinary citizens 
the right to express them¬ 
selves freely without fear of 
reprisal," the rights group 
said in the letter. 


But he also admitted making 
mistakes and vowed to "be¬ 
come a better president" if he 
wins re-election. The consti¬ 
tution was amended in 2009 
to allow the president to seek 
multiple terms in office. 

Capriles has hammered 
Chavez over the country’s 
regular power outages, food 
shortages and runaway mur¬ 
der rate, which has risen to 50 
homicides per 100,000 in¬ 
habitants. 

The socialist president has 
also rankled the private sec¬ 
tor by nationalizing a slew of 
companies in the oil, electric¬ 
ity and bank sectors as part of 
his "Bolivarian revolution." 

Capriles, a 40-year-old 
former Miranda state gover¬ 
nor, has vowed to unite the 
country, accusing Chavez of 
being "sick with power" and 
dividing the country. 

Chavez held a 10-point 
lead in the latest survey, but 
Capriles has climbed in opin¬ 
ion polls and attracted hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people 
at his own Caracas rally last 
Sunday. 

Capriles, who describes 
himself as the biblical David 
fighting Goliath, was picked 
by the opposition in an un¬ 
precedented primary election 
in February. 


Around 19 million voters 
are called to vote in Sunday’s 
election. Some 140,000 
troops have been deployed to 
prevent violence while alco¬ 
hol sales are banned until 
Monday. A South American 
observer mission says the 
conditions are set for a trans¬ 
parent election. 

While the opposition is 
better organized this time 
around, Chavez can count on 
a well-oiled campaign opera¬ 
tion, with supporters waking 
up voters with bugles on the 
morning of elections and bik¬ 
ers taking slum residents to 
polling booths. 

Capriles is considered a 
more business-friendly can¬ 
didate but he has tried to woo 
Chavez’s base by presenting 
himself as a center-left politi¬ 
cian who would continue the 
president’s social "missions." 

Chavez accuses his rival 
of representing an "unpatri¬ 
otic" upper class. 

"(Capriles) is telling pure 
lies," Cevallo Osto, a 21- 
year-old student, said as he 
waved a Venezuelan flag dur¬ 
ing the president’s Caracas 
rally on Thursday. "If Chavez 
goes, the Venezuelan revolu¬ 
tion is over."

Warplanes batter 
Syria’s Homs as 
Turkey returns 
fire 

DAMASCUS (AFP) - War- 
planes pounded rebel-held 
areas of Homs in the Syrian 
city's heaviest onslaught for 
months on Friday, monitors 
said, as Turkey reportedly re¬ 
turned cross-border shellfire 
for the second time this week. 

The clashes came as the 
UN condemned the Syrian 
army's deadly shelling of a 
Turkish border town on 
Wednesday, and "terrorist" 
car bombs that killed almost 
50 people in the war-torn 
country's second city Aleppo 
on the same day. 

The Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights said the 
bombardment of Khaldiyeh 
district was the most intense 
of Homs in five months, and 
the first time the regime has 
deployed fighter jets against 
the city. 

Rebels hit back by downing 
a regime helicopter gunship in 
Damascus province and seiz¬ 
ing an army checkpoint out¬ 
side the eastern city of Deir 
Ezzor, killing at least 12 sol¬ 
diers, said the Observatory. 

The Observatory reported 
eight civilians and one rebel 
killed in Homs city and 
province, updating its Friday 
death toll to 95 nationwide — 
37 soldiers, 35 civilians and 
23 rebel fighters. 

The uprising, which began 
in March 2011 with pro-re- 
form protests that were bru¬ 
tally crushed, has since turned 
into a civil war pitting mainly 
Sunni rebels against President 
Bashar al-Assad's minority 
Alawite-dominated regime. 

Activists say more than 
31,000 people have died in 
the conflict. 

The world community has 
expressed fear the war could 
spill over into other countries 
in the region, exacerbated by 
exchanges of shelling be¬ 
tween Syria and Turkey on 
Wednesday and Thursday. 
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Five condemned to death for India 'honour* killing 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - Five 
members of a family in India 
were sentenced to death on 
Friday for the torture and 
"brutal" murder of a young 
couple from Delhi in a so- 
called "honour killing" two 
years ago. 

The parents, uncle, aunt 
and brother of Asha, a 19- 
year-old woman killed along 
with her boyfriend Yogesh in 


2010, were all condemned to 
hang by additional sessions 
court judge Ramesh Kumar. 

Yogesh, a taxi driver, 
wanted to marry Asha, the 
daughter of a vegetable vendor, 
but the girl’s family was 
against the alliance because the 
boy belonged to a lower caste. 

India has seen an upsurge 
in such killings, which 
mainly involve young cou¬ 


ples who marry outside their 
caste or against their rela¬ 
tives' wishes and are mur¬ 
dered to protect what is seen 
as the family's reputation and 
pride. 

Autopsy reports revealed 
that the young couple had 
been tied with ropes, beaten 
with metal pipes and electro¬ 
cuted, local media reports 
said. 


Three Kenyans win right to sue 
Britain for colonial 'abuses* 

LONDON (AFP) -Supporters of the Kenyans wept when 
they heard the judgement, although the claimants themselves 
were not in court. In the Kenyan capital Nairobi, around 150 
Mau Mau veterans gathered at the country's Human Rights 
Commission, singing and shouting as the news broke. Some 
of the now frail and elderly veterans — men and women — 
performed a shuffling celebration dance. The British govern¬ 
ment accepts that British forces tortured detainees but said it 
was "disappointed" with the judgment. It warned of "poten¬ 
tially significant and far-reaching legal implications" but 
stressed Britain's ties with Kenya "remain strong and deep."

What Is Breast Cancer? 


-Breast cancer is an uncon¬ 
trolled growth of breast cells. 
To better understand breast 
cancer, it helps to understand 
how any cancer can develop. 

Cancer occurs as a result of 
mutations, or abnormal 
changes, in the genes respon¬ 
sible for regulating the growth 
of cells and keeping them 
healthy. The genes are in each 
cell’s nucleus, which acts as 
the “control room” of each 
cell. Normally, the cells in our 
bodies replace themselves 
through an orderly process of 
cell growth: healthy new cells 
take over as old ones die out. 
But over time, mutations can 
“turn on” certain genes and 
“turn off’ others in a cell. That 


changed cell gains the ability 
to keep dividing without con¬ 
trol or order, producing more 
cells just like it and forming a 
tumor. 

A tumor can be benign (not 
dangerous to health) or malig¬ 
nant (has the potential to be 
dangerous). Benign tumors are 
not considered cancerous: 
their cells are close to normal 
in appearance, they grow 
slowly, and they do not invade 
nearby tissues or spread to 
other parts of the body. Malig¬ 
nant tumors are cancerous. 
Left unchecked, malignant 
cells eventually can spread be¬ 
yond the original tumor to 
other parts of the body.

However, only 5-10% of 
cancers are due to an abnor¬ 
mality inherited from your 
mother or father. About 90% 
of breast cancers are due to ge¬ 
netic abnormalities that hap¬ 
pen as a result of the aging 
process and the “wear and 
tear” of life in general. 

There are steps every person 
can take to help the body stay 
as healthy as possible and 
lower risk of breast cancer or 
a breast cancer recurrence 


(such as maintaining a healthy 
weight, not smoking, limiting 
alcohol, and exercising regu¬ 
larly).

Contaminated drug linked 
to deadly US meningitis 
outbreak 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A contam¬ 
inated drug has been linked to 
a deadly outbreak of meningi¬ 
tis that has claimed the lives of 
at least five people and sick¬ 
ened 34 others in six US 
states, health officials said. 

Public health officials were 
contacting patients in 23 states 
who received the potentially 
contaminated steroid injection 
— typically for back pain — 
and urging them to be tested 
for the rare fungal infection. 

The hardest-hit state was 
Tennessee, where health offi¬ 
cials said Friday the number of 
cases had risen to 29, includ¬ 
ing five deaths. 

Due to the long incubation 
period, health officials were 
urging patients who had re¬ 
ceived the injection as far back 
as July 1 to contact their doc¬ 
tors for testing. 

Fungal meningitis — which 
inflames the protective mem¬ 
branes covering the brain and 
spinal cord — is a rare infec¬ 
tion which often goes unde¬ 
tected until it's too late because 
its flu-like symptoms can be 


mild at first. 

Early detection and treat¬ 
ment — which requires a hos¬ 
pital stay to administer 
intravenous anti-fungal med¬ 
ications — can prevent the in¬ 
fection from causing 
permanent damage. 

An initial investigation 
found that the Tennessee clini¬ 
cians who administered the 
contaminated drug ’’had no 
way of knowing” there was 
anything wrong with it and 
found "no lapses” in their 
standards, Dreyzehner said. 

"The evidence indicates 
this is a product issue,” he told 
reporters. 

The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration said it has detected a 
fungal contaminant in a sealed 
vial of the drug produced by 
the New England Compound¬ 
ing Center. 

While further testing is re¬ 
quired to confirm it was the 
source of the outbreak, the 
company has issued a recall of 
all of its products and shut 
down all operations.

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Blogger Yoani Sanchez arrested in Cuba 



HAVANA (AFP) - Prominent 
dissident blogger Yoani 
Sanchez has been arrested in 
eastern Cuba, a website with 
close ties to the Havana gov¬ 
ernment reported on Friday. 

"The pro-American blogger 
Yoani Sanchez was arrested 
today in the city of Bayamo, 
where she had traveled with 
the intention of creating a 
provocation and a media 
show” at the trial of Spanish 
activist Angel Carromero, ac¬ 
cording to the well-sourced 
website 
http://www.yohandry.com. 

Sanchez, 37, began com¬ 
menting on daily life in Cuba 
on her Generacion Y blog in 
2007, but ran afoul of the 
regime for criticizing Fidel 
and Raul Castro. 

The prize-winning activist 
and writer was in Bayamo to 
attend Friday's trial of the 
Spaniard, who is accused of 
vehicular manslaughter in the 


death of a prominent dissi¬ 
dent, Oswaldo Paya, who was 
killed in an auto accident on 
July 22. 

Her arrest was reported 
after Cuban authorities on 
Thursday detained 22 other 
dissidents, including leading 
dissident Guillermo Farinas, 
in the city of Santa Clara, ac¬ 
cording to members of his 
family and the opposition. 
Last week, Sanchez filed a 
complaint against Cuba with 


the Inter-American Human 
Rights Commission for repeat¬ 
edly refusing her permission to 
leave the country, according to 
her attorney, who said she has 
been unable to leave Cuba 
since 2007 although she has 
requested permission to do so 
on some 20 occasions. 

Her lawyers said Sanchez 
presented evidence to the 
commission that she and her 
husband had been harassed by 
the Cuban authorities.

IMF slashes global 
growth forecast: report 



BERLIN (AFP) - The Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund has 
cut its global growth fore¬ 
casts for this year and 2013 
and called on politicians in 
the eurozone and the US to 
take ’’decisive” steps to re¬ 
store confidence, a German 
newspaper said Friday. 

Citing excerpts from the 
IMF’s World Economic Out¬ 
look to be released early next 
week, the Handelsblatt busi¬ 
ness daily said that the Wash¬ 
ington-based body predicted 
world economic growth of 
3.3 percent in 2012 and 3.6 
percent in 2013. 

In July, the IMF issued 
forecasts of 3.5 percent and 
3.9 percent, respectively. 

The German-language 
paper quoted the report as 
saying that the ’’further cool¬ 
ing of growth in the world 
economy this year and next

goes along with a clear in¬ 
crease in downward risks.” 

The forecast depends in 
particular on ’’whether deci¬ 
sive political steps are taken 
in the eurozone and the US to 
stabilise confidence,” the 
paper quoted the report as 
saying. 

The IMF forecasts a 
shrinking of the eurozone 
economy of 0.4 percent this 
year and a small positive 
growth of 0.2 percent in 
2013. 

The IMF cut its forecast 
for China to 8.2 percent, for 
India to six percent and for 
Brazil to four percent, ac¬ 
cording to Handelsblatt. 

The fund also saw a ’’fur¬ 
ther drop in inflation” given 
the sluggish global economic 
output and recommended ad¬ 
ditional cuts in interest rates 
to stimulate activity. 

Three leading European 
economic institutes have es¬ 
timated meanwhile that the 
eurozone economy will re¬ 
main in recession until the 
end of this year. 

The French institute 
INSEE and its German and 
Italian counterparts IFO and 
ISTAT forecast a contraction 
in business activity of 0.2 
percent in the third quarter, 
they said in a joint statement. 

That is the same rate of 
decline as in the second quar¬ 
ter of the year. 

A further contraction of 
0.1 percent in the last three 
months would be followed by 
zero growth in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2013, the institutes 
said. 

Eurozone domestic de¬ 
mand is being undermined by 
economic uncertainty and the 
impact of budget consolida¬ 
tion across the 17-nation 
bloc, the three institutes 
added.

Profit-taking 
sends oil price 
lower, despite 
strong US data 

NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
oil prices slid on Friday de¬ 
spite upbeat jobs data in the 
United States, as the market 
was dogged by worries over 
weak demand, dealers said. 

New York's main con¬ 
tract, West Texas Intermedi¬ 
ate (WTI) or light sweet 
crude for November deliv¬ 
ery, dipped $1.83 to $89.88 
a barrel. 

Brent North Sea crude 
for November retreated 56 
cents to $112.08 a barrel in 
late trade in London. 

The market fell as many 
traders cashed in some of 
their bumper gains from the 
previous day, when prices 
rebounded by up to $4 a 
barrel. Meanwhile the up¬ 
beat payrolls report in the 
United States — the world's 
largest oil consumer — 
failed to dispel energy de¬ 
mand concerns. 

"Despite the strong rise 
in equity markets and the 
weakness of the dollar, oil 
prices have drifted back 
from yesterday's highs,” 
said CMC Markets analyst 
Michael Hewson. 

"Growth concerns re¬ 
main the major concern and 
one average US jobs report 
cannot change the fact that 
demand looks weak.” 

Revisions to previous 
months' data released Fri¬ 
day gave a sharply better 
picture of the US jobs situ¬ 
ation, helping push the un¬ 
employment rate down to 
7.8 percent. 

Even with that bullish 
news, the US oil market 
slipped. 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Mexico has discovered new 
deepwater oil deposits with 
estimated reserves of 125 
million barrels, President Fe¬ 
lipe Calderon announced Fri¬ 
day.

CARACAS (AFP) - Inside the 
garage of a Caracas shopping 
center, hundreds of families 
live in cubicle-like rooms, 
waiting for President Hugo 
Chavez to deliver on his 
promise to give every 
Venezuelan ’’dignified” hous¬ 
ing. 

”We often despair, but we 
must wait,” said Eusebio 
Medina, 49, who was selling 
candy outside the garage, 
which was seized by the gov¬ 
ernment to house people left 
homeless by landslides and 
floods in 2010. 

Despite his long wait for a 
new home, Medina knew 
whom he would vote for in the 
country’s presidential election 
on Sunday. 

’’For the president, of 
course,” he said as a pick-up 
truck passed by with loud¬ 
speakers urging people to at¬ 
tend Chavez’s final election 


rally in Caracas . 

Venezuela’s massive hous¬ 
ing shortage has become a 


central issue ahead of Sun¬ 
day's presidential election, 
with opposition candidate 
Henrique Capriles accusing 
the leftist leader at every turn 
of falling short on his pledge. 

The president counters that 
his rival will undo his popular 
social missions, including the 
home construction project and 
other programs, such as free 
health care for the poor and 
state-run grocery stores. 

Chavez, seeking a new six- 
year term after almost 14 
years in power, has pledged to 
build three million new homes 
by 2019 if he wins the election 
in this country of 29 million 
people. 

"Housing is at stake on Oc¬ 
tober 7,” Chavez said at a 
campaign rally on Tuesday. 
"When the next government 
period ends in 2019, not one 
Venezuelan family must be 
without dignified housing.” 

With millions of people liv¬ 
ing in slums and more left 
homeless by natural disasters 
over the years, the govern¬ 
ment has estimated a shortage 
of 2.7 million houses. 


The government says that 
the Great Housing Mission of 
Venezuela has handed the 
keys to around 200,000 homes 
since its launch in April 2011. 

But human rights group 
Provea charges the govern¬ 
ment figures are wrong. 

"It is lower than what the 
government has publicly de¬ 
clared,” Provea coordinator 
Marino Alvarado told AFP. "It 
is not correct that they've built 
200,000 homes.” 

Provea conducted an inves¬ 
tigation into the mission and 
found that just 44,954 homes 
had been built as of May 
2012. A lack of information 
and inconsistent figures an¬ 
nounced by ministers made 
the task difficult, it said. 

Critics also say that some of 
the homes are full of defects 
because they were built in a 
rush. 

Ahead of the election cam¬ 
paign, the official government 
channel began broadcasting a 
weekly program called 
"House Thursday,” a show 
during which a lucky family is 
shown entering their new 


home and thanking Chavez. 

Chavez is facing his biggest 
challenge since winning his 
first presidential election in 
1998, with the latest opinion 
poll showing Capriles closing 
the gap to 10 points and other 
surveys showing a dead heat. 

But support for the presi¬ 
dent remains strong among 
the country's poor. 

"We are all Chavistas here,” 
said Aura Teran, 39, who has 
lived in the Caracas shopping 
center garage for almost two 
years. "He helps the country 
with his missions. With 
Capriles, we would have to 
start things all over again.” 

Up a hill in another part of 
the capital, 1,200 more 
refugees occupy an unfinished 
building where posters of their 
"comandante,” Chavez, hang 
on the doors of several white 
plastic cubicles.

Gayle smashed an unbeaten 75 
off 41 balls as the West Indies 
stormed into the World 
Twenty20 final with a record 
74-run demolition of Australia 
in Colombo on Friday. 

The left-hander pounded six 
sixes and five fours as the 
Windies piled up the tourna¬ 
ment’s highest total of 205-4 
after electing to bat on what 
was regarded as a slow pitch 
unsuited to aggressive batting.

ATHENS (AFP) - The Greek 
Swimming Federation have 
been ordered to pay 277,000 
euros to 100m freestyle swim¬ 
mer Tonia Machaira for 
wrongfully excluding her from 
the Athens 2004 Olympics on 
the grounds she had failed a 
drugs test. 

Machaira filed a suit for one 
million euros eight years ago 
after she was banned from par¬ 
ticipating in her home 
Olympics by the federation. 

An Athens court decided on 
Friday to award the swimmer 
just over one-fourth of the 
amount she requested, decid- 
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ing on 150,000 euros plus in¬ 
terest reaching 277,000 euros. 

’’The bitterness remains the 
same,” Machaira told NovaS- 
port FM radio. ”1 wanted to 
participate in my third and 
final Olympics after a 20-year 
career but was denied this. I 
was always clean.” 

International drug testing 
organization WADA con¬ 
firmed that Machaira had not 
failed the anti-doping test, as 
suspected by the Greek feder¬ 
ation. 

Machaira said that after the 
ban she walked through the 
streets of her native island 


Crete and everyone would 
look at her and make com¬ 
ments. 

”For four months I did not 
even leave my house. The fed¬ 
eration even asked me to re¬ 
turn my national team 
uniform. It was a disgrace,” 
she added. 

Her lawyer Giannis 
Marakakis said: ”The federa¬ 
tion realized the magnitude of 
the blunder and tried to con¬ 
vince the sporting public that 
she was indeed doped. This 
was criminal behaviour which 
has remained unpunished.” 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Russia’s 
Filiya Shobukhova will at¬ 
tempt to win an unprecedented 
fourth consecutive Chicago 
Marathon women's title in 
Sunday's 35th running of the 
event. 

Shobukhova, unbeaten in 
three Chicago starts, was un¬ 
able to finish the Fondon 
Olympic marathon in August 
due to stomach cramps but 
will be among the elite fa¬ 
vorites in a field of45,000 run¬ 
ners that will compete Sunday 
morning. 

"It was heartbreaking to 
withdraw from the Olympic 
Marathon after I had trained so 
hard and my preparation had 
gone so well,” Shobukhova 
said. 

Shobukhova ran the third- 
fastest time in history last year 
to win in 2 hours 18 mins 20 
secs. 


"There's no place that I feel 
more comfortable than when I 
am competing in Chicago,” 
she said. 

The Russian's rivals will in¬ 
clude Kenya's Fucy Kabuu, 
who owns a personal best of 
2:19:34, and Ethiopians Eje- 
gayehu Dibaba, last year's run¬ 
ner-up in 2:22:09, and 
Weknesh Kidane, the 2003 
world runner-up. 

On the men's side, Kenya's 
Wesley Korir, last year's 
Chicago runner-up and this 
year's Boston Marathon cham¬ 
pion, will be a favorite. 

Ethiopian Tsegaye Kebede, 
third in the 2008 Olympic 
marathon, and Kenya's Fevy 
Matebo, whose 2:05:16 from 
last year in Frankfurt is the 
fastest time in the field, are 
also expected to contend for 
the men's title.

The Cardinals went on to 
win the World Series after 
squeaking into the playoffs as 
the NL wild card. 

"Defending champs," said 
Medlen. "It's almost like it's 
supposed to happen, for us to 
play against them. They've 
got (Kyle) Lohse going and 
he's a tough guy to get some 
runs off of. 

"And that lineup is pretty 
good, too. I'm just going to 
approach it the same as every 
other start. 

"I've had 11, 12 starts this 
year, and they really don’t 
matter anymore. It's a game 
seven thing. Just go out and 
don't talk, you just go do," 
Medlen said.
